Governor Charges Them with Being Head 
of the Opposition, 


M'LAURINS IN MISSISSIPPI POLITICS 


The Charge of Nepotism That Is 
Raised Against the Governor—The 
Fight of the Railroads 
Over the Back Tax 
Payments.

Jackson, Miss., April 7.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor McLaurin is serenely confident of 
his election to the senate. He is, apparent- 
lv, perfectly satisfied at the progress of 
the campaign up-to date, and he sees vic- 
tory ahead. 

The present governor of Mississippi is re- 
garded as one of the shrewdest politicians 
the state has ever produced. With a smile 
that is childlike and bland, he denies the 
soft impeachment. He would have you bDe- 
lieve him an Arcadian, pure and simple— 
a child who knows naught of the wiles of 
the political manipulator—a hardy son of 
the soil in whose hand-grasp there is no 
suggestion of anything save disinterested 
friendship. Yet there are men in this state 
who say that those hand-shakes are mere 
politica] adjuncts and have been so used; 
and that back of that bland and childlike 
pmiie there lies shrewdness such as few 
men possess. 

One of Mississippi’s Wonders 

They point to the success of the Mc- 
Laurin family in Mississippi politics as 
one of the wonders of the state. They say 
the governor is past master in the art of 
manipulation as he is in hand-shaking, and 
that-tf- he thas lost any tricks since he 
went into the governor's office they have 
been unable to discover them. 

Personally, he is a delightful fellow. I 
found him in the executive office tn the 
dingy old capito] just after he had returned 
from Clarksdale, where he had met John 
Allen in joint debate, and he was apparent- 
ly more than satisfied with the result. He 
talked with me at some length concerning 
the campaign. 

Governor McLaurin meets with character- 
istic frankness all the charges his oppo- 
nents are making against him. You can- 
not talk tc h.m for any length of time at 
all without being ‘mpressed with the sin- 


cerity of the man and with the fact that 


he possesses to a high degree the qualities 
which bring success in the rough and tum- 
bie of politics. The governor’s opponents 
Charge him with many sins of commission 
and of omission. 

When I speak of Governor McLaurin’s 
“opponents’”’ in this sense I do not mean 
to include all the men who are fighting for 
John Allen, or John himself. John dis- 
claims being the special candidate of any 
eset of men. He is running his own race 
in his own way, looking for votes wher- 
ever he can find them; he will take any 
he can get—just as any other candidate 
would; but he is not making his race as 
the special representative of any faction 
within the party. There is, however, a 
distinct anti-McLaurin faction, and it Is 
to these men I refer when I speak of the 
governor's ‘“‘opponents.’’ These are the men 
who have ever been ready to criti- 
cise him and his adeinistration, and 
they would not be human did they not 
once in a while let their prejudices magnify 
the faults they see in the man they are 
fighting. 

When you, ask one of these what is the 
first and foremost thing they charge up 
against the governor, he will say ‘“‘nepo- 
tisn: and favoritism in appointments.’’ 

Guilty of This Charge. 

“They charge me with being for my 
friends,’”’ says Governor McLaurin, in re- 
ply, “and to that charge I plead guilty. 
If it is a sin to stand to one's friends, then 
I ama sinner. They charge me in one in- 
stance with having misconstrued the mean- 
ing and intent of the constitution of the 
state in appointing my friend Bird dis- 
trict attorney, because he was in the leg- 
islature which created the new district for 
which he was subsequently appointed. 
Well, I may have been wrong in the con- 
struction I put on the constitutional pro- 
vision, but “I honestly believe I was right. 
I appointed a good man and I believed I 
had a right to appoint him. As for the 
charge of wholesale nepotism they have 
made, that will not bear analysis, though 
it is used as a bugbear in the hope of 
scaring some people. I -did appoint my 
brother to a judgeship. He had the almost 
unanimous indorsement of the Vicksburg 


_ bar, and I think it is no secret that he has 


made a good judge. The selection was 
really that of the bar of Vicksburg, though 
the forma].appointment was, of cours, 
made by myself.” 

The governor went on to speak of the 
character of the oppos!tion arrayed against 
hitin—or some of it. 

Activity of the Bolters. 

“T have not charged or insinuated any- 
thing concerning Mr. All-n’s earnestness 
for silver,” said he, “‘but it is a fact that 
all the men who bolted the ticket in 1896 
and voted for Palmer and Buckner are 
fichting me. I mean by that al] the men 
of prominence; and their, number as devél- 
oped by that campaign was so small that 
when I said ‘all the men,’ I was perhaps 
Pretty nearly accurate. Most of these men 
fought me when I was a candidate for the 


a 


 ciniielibtin for governor, and they have 


not forgiven me for winning any more than 
they have forgiven me for my activity in 
the silver fight. I do not intend that the 
democrats of the state shall lose sight of 
the source of this opposition to myself. 
“Understand me, I have never made any 
invidious distinction against a man who 
held gold views so long as he supported the 
nominees of the party in 18%. I suppose I 
have appointed more, in proportion to their 
numbers, of those men than I have of any 
others. I have always held that the true 
test of jJemocracy was the support of the 
party's candidates, and the fact that a man 
had to subordinate his own views to the 
will of the majority of the party in go 
voting, has made him none the less a dem- 
ocrat in my eyes. Why I recall that a 
few days ago I met with the board of 
trustees of some one of our state institu- 
tions—all of whom had been appointed by 
myseif—and ‘a count of noses showed that 
four of the five had been gold men. But 


they all supported Bryan when it came 
to the election. 


Has Mace No Distinctions. 

“I cite these facts to show that I have 
made no distination among democrats who 
demonstrated their democracy by voting 
for the party’s candidates. I make no 
distinction now. But I do draw the line 
on the gang that bolted from the party in 
that campaign and is now trying to run 
it. Th:se men have picked me out as a 
target for their opposition. They are 
moving heaven and earth to beat me. They 
would support any man they thought could 
beat me. If in My speeches I have ex- 
posed their plans and schemes, it is be- 
cause I think the democrats of the state 
have a right to know what these traitors 
are trying to do.” 

The governor is, {n all his speeches, mak- 
ing the most of the opposition of these 
men. The sentiment of the democracy of 
Mississippi ts more strongly for silver than 
ever—if that is possible—and they have no 
use for the men who deserted the party 
in the campaign of 1896. Governor McLaurin 
{is a politician par excellence, and he is 
using this phase of the situation for all it 
is worth. All of the charges that have heen 
made against his administration of the 
State’s, affairs he traces back to this Palm- 
er and Buckner element: and while he may 
stretch his imagination at times to find the 
connection, his policy certainly is good 
po'tites, 

Charges Come from Chronic Enemies. 

“Most of the charges that have heen 
made against me.” said he, “have heen rais- 
ed by the men who have been figehtine me 
from the first. They have magnified and 
distorted anv mistakes T have made until 
IT am compelled tn self-defense to ask for 
the fudement of the people unon my admin- 
istration. As TI have sata in my aneechée 
I would have preferred the rest and nutet 
of private life to further political turmoj! 
but In view of the attacks that have icon 
made upon me, T fee} constrained to ack 
the indorsement of the people. That is whv 
I have entered the senatorial race and 
that {s why I have asked that there be a 
primary where every democrat shall have 
an opportunity to cast his own vote and 
express his own choice directly and not 
through the medium of an intervening 
man. TI have always heen willing to trust 
the peonte. T feel that the massee of ‘my 
party and of the people are with us: yet 
it is not for the sake of my own success 
alone that I desire a primarv election, but 
because {t {s more democratic. Liberty is 
surer and the permanence of our govern- 
ment better secured hv puttine the control 
of affairs closer to the neonle ‘ 

The Railroads in the Fight. 

“In addition to the goldbue influences, 
the people representing the Illinois Centra] 
and the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley ratfl- 
roads are against me because of my posi!- 
tion with regard to the back taxes due 
from those corporations to the state. I 
have endeavored to have the laws so made 
that these two great corporations should 
not have the opportunity to postpone the 
payment of their just taxes. They have 
charged bad faith and attempted repudia- 


tion on the part of the state because of my 


recommendations to the legislature with 
regard to these matters, but those charges 
will not hold water; as a matter of fact. 
there was nothing like repudiation tn my 
recommendations—there was simply a desire 
to force these corporations to pay into 
the state treasury what they rightly and 
justly owe, and I do not think the people 
are going to punish me for that. These 
corporations and their friends may fight 
me, but I do not believe they can hurt me 
with the people. They have been able to 
array against me some newspapers in al! 
parts of the state to misrepresent and 
malign me and pervert all that I do or 
say, but I think the people of the state un- 
derstand the animus of their opposition.” 


Other Local Issues. 

There are other local tssues which play 
a prominent part in this campaign. One 
of these is the governor’s veto of the new 
capitol bill, which his opponents charge was 
due to the personnel of the capitol com- 
mission and to the fact that the plans 
adjusted were not the ones which Governor 
McLaurin favored. The governor meets 
these charges by claiming serious defects in 
the specifications—as [I understand it. 
Then there is the governor’s veto of part 


' of the appropriation for one of the state 


colleges on the ground of unconstitutionali- 
ty. This act is strongly criticised, and has 
become quite an issue in the campaign. 
Another thing charged against the gov- 
ernor is his refusal to pay from the state 
funds certain expenses growing out of the 
funeral! of the Jate Senator George. At the 
governor’s request, the body was brought 
to Jackson and there lay in state at the 
capitol. Incident to this was an extra ex- 
pense of several hundred dollars, whigh

THIRTEEN LIVES WERE LOST 


Some ef the Bodies Are Burned Almest 
Beyond Recognition, 


BLAZE STARTED IN THE ANDREWS HOME 


Husband, Wife and Children, Together 
with Servants, Are Cremated in 
the Buildings Before Help 
Could Be Rendered 
Them. 


New York, April 7.—In the fire early this 
morning, which destroyed the handsome 
residence of Wallace’C. Andrews, at No. 2 
East Sixty-seventh street, twelve persons 
sleeping in the house were burned to 
death.

When the firemen arrived they went 
through the Rothschild house and managed 
to get in the rear room of the third floor 
of the Andrews home, where they found 
Mrs. St. John and her three-year-old son, 
Wallace, unconscious on the floor, and 
their clothing almost burned off. They 
were quickly taken- into the Rothschild 
house. Mrs. St. John dled within a few 
minutes. Her child dieq in the fireman's 
arms. 

The firemen made repeated efforts to get 
to the other rooms, but they might as well 
have attacked a furnace. The buliding, if 
saturated with oil, could hardly have burn- 
ed more fiercely. Like most large New 
York dwellings, it was high and narrow 
and encased on two sides by solid brick 
walls and the effect was like a great chim- 
ney. The flames roared and cracked and 
shot into the air a distance of a hundred 
feet or mow, throwing a great flery spray 
over the roofs of the surrounding houses. 

All efforts to arouse the inmates in time 
to save themselves were futile, and aside 
from Mrs. St. John, the only other persons

When the Adams’ house eaught fire a 
number of policemen and firemen gained 
an entrance and got the Adams family out 
without serious injury. The servants were 
frantic in their efforts to escape, and Mary 
Malloy and Minnie Bogue jumped from the 
rear of the fourth floor to the extension, 
from which they were taken down. 

Nellie Qoinn was cut off in the fourth 
floor, and appearing® at a front window, 
put #er hand over her eyes and jumped, 
as she thought, to the ground, but instead 
landed on the roof of the bow window one 
Story below and lay there stunned. 

Policemen Louis C. Wagner, McInerney 
and Hillman saw the woman’s peril, and 
running into the house at No. 5, went to 
the fourth floor. Wagner was held by the 
heels and made a thrilling rescue of the 
woman. 

The firemen managed to confine the fire 
in this house to the third and fourth floors. 

About 6 o'clock the firemen had sufficient 
mastery over the fire to permit of a search 
of the Andrews house. They found the 
bodies of the two remaining St. John chil- 
dren and the bodies of what are thought to 
be the two servants, Marie Roth and Kate 


| Downing. 


At 11:15 o’clock the firemen found Mr. 
Andrews’s body. It was badly burned and 
parts of the legs were missing. 

At 3 o’clock the workers in the debris 
found a body which Wags identified later by 
a dentist as that of Mrs. Andrews. 

At various other times before 5 o’clock 
the workers found the charred remains of 
four mofre persons, probably the servants. 
One of them was identified as the body of 
Eva Petérson. 

Mr. St. John arrived in New, York at 3 
o'clock over the Pennsylvania railroad. He 
went at once to his home perfectly ignorant 
of the reasons which caused the sudden 
summons for him to New York, and when 
he saw the ruins of his house and was told 
of the horrible fate of his wife and three 
children he bore up manfully, though it 
Was apparent that he had to summon all 
his strength of wil: to doit. It is expected 
that Mr. St. John will take the bodies of 
his wife and children and those of Mr. and 
Mrs. Andrews to Willoughby, Ohio, tomor- 
row for interment.

Petitioners by the hundred have been 
flowing into the white house and navy de- 
partment ever since the new ships were 
provided, urging the merits of various 
names. The president and Secretary Long 
enjoyed the good-natured rivalry in mak- 
ing the final determination.

Géorgia did not petition the navy de- 
partment, and it is believed that the choice 
of a southern state was due to a desire by 
the presidnt to complimeent UI 
whom he visited on his recent southern 
trip.

The battleships Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey and Georgia will be the equals of ves- 
sels of theie class now in service, and are 
to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not exceeding $3,600,000 each. 

The armored cruisers are similarly de- 
scribed except that they are to cost 
$4,000,000 each. 

The cruisers Chattanooga, Denver and 
others are to have the highest speed com- 
patable with good cruising qualities, great 
radius of action and to carry the most pow- 
erful ordnance suited to vessels of their 
Class, and to cost, exclusive of armament, 
not exceeding $1,141,850 each.

Apia, Samoa, March &4, via San Fran- 
cisco, April 7.—There have been lively times 
in Samoa during the past few days. The 
United States and British warships have 
Shelled Mataafa’s forces repeatedly, and 
sailors have been landed in Apia to protect 
property. Numerous casualties have re« 
sulted on beth sides. Malietoa has geen 
crowned king. 

Admiral Kautz and the commanders of 
the British ships are anxiously awaiting 
advices from their governments, and in 
the meantime the shelling proceeds daily. 

When Admiral Kautz arrived on 
the Philadeiphia he spent two uays in 
making inquiries and then calied a 
meeting of all the consuis and the 


senior cfficers of all warships in the- 


harbor, 


As a result of the meeting a prociama- 


tion was issued by the American admiral 
which read as fuiiows:

5. Trusting that all residents of Samoa 
will have the gvood sense to observe the 
requirements oi this’ proclamation, 
which is issued in the interests of peace, 
with an earnest regard for the rights 
of all, both foreign and native, and 
that there may be no occasion to use

The German consul, however, issued @ 
counter proclamation, in the Samoan lan- 
guage, which was distributed among the 
Mataafans.

The immediate result of this act was that 
the rebels turned back and -prepared for 
war. declaring that they would not obey 


the admiral’s order, and would prevent any

Surrounded by Mataafa Warriors. 

The next day Apia was surrounded by 
Mataafa’s warriors. Forces from the Phil- 
adelphia and Porpoise, under Lieutenants 
Brown and Cave, were landed to protect 
the loyal natives. On Tuesday Mataafa, 
having failed to answer, Flag Lieutenant 
Miller was sent to deliver an ultimatum. 


He was not allowed to see the chief, but 


delivered his message and retired. 
Everything looked ugly and Brit- 
ish and American blue jackets were 
janded in Apia to protect the consul- 
ates. Quick firing machines and smal] 

field pieces were also landed. 
Hostilities commenced on Tuesday after- 
noon when half a dozen Malietoa men. 
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were cauptured by the Mataafa men. They | 


were taken to headquarters and bound. 
On Wednesday morning notice was spread 
that if no answer was received from 
Mataafa by 1 o'clock the Philadelphia 
woul@ fire one of her large guns, followed 
by three one-minute guns. 

Mataafa sent no answer. He and 
his chiefs were buoyed up by the Ger- 
man consul’s proclamation and vague 
talk that Germany would support 
them; that it was the greatest nation 
en earth, invincible in war, and that 
Great Britain and America would 
never dare to engage Germany in con- 
flict. 

‘Signal guns were fired, and the foreig 
population of British and Americans were 
taken.on board their respective warships. 
Other nationalities went on board salling 
vessels in the harbor. Oné hundred and 
Seventy-five men and officers were landed, 
and, at Admiral Kautz's request, Captain 
Sturdy, of the Porpoise, assumed command 
of the combined forces on shore, Flag Lieu- 
tenant Miller, of the Philadelphia, assist- 
ing. Surgeons were landed from. both 
ships, and Miss McCoy and Miss Forth, 
missionaries, nurses.

As soon as the land forees were station- : 
ed, the Philadelphia opened fire by throw- | 


ing a-shel!l into the outskirts of Apia. The 
Royalist followed, but with six-inch shells,

«<ouple of miles and bombarded the village 
where large parties of rebels 
Were supposed to be. 

The church was smashed by a shell 
and the house of the manager of the 
German plantation damaged. 

The whole of the outskirts of Apia were 
shelled from the harbor, about seventy 
shells being fired before Qark, when the 
firing ceased. A shell from the Philadel- 
phia, which was sighted for 2,30 yards, un- 
fortunately exploded after it had gone only 
1,100 yards. It kKnocKed over an outbuild- 
ing of the American consulate and damaged 
the veranda of the main building. One of 
the sailors was wounded in the leg. 

Rebels Attack the British. 

About dusk the rebels made an attack on 
the Britishers at the Tivoli ,botel. Their 
fire was returned, but it is not known how 
many were killed. About 2:30 o’clock a. m. 
the natives made a rush on the guard at 
the Tivoli. Three British sailors were kill- 
ed ang one wounded. The -native loss is 
unknown. 

At the request of the British, a Maxim 
gun was sent from the Philadelphia to the 
British consulate, and men to work it. The 
next day a body of 300 malietoans had their 
rifles returned to them from the Porpoise, 
and rendered good service in clearing the 
brush. The rebel village of Vataala was 
burned in order to prevent close approach 
to the consulate. 

The German warship Falke at- 
tempted to leave port on a secret mis- 
sion whcn Admiral Kautz ordered her 
captain to stay where he was and. be 
ready te afford help to his country- 
men. The Falke remained. 

During Thursday matters quieted. About 
dusk the Americans fired on a body of 
Mataafans, but no one was killed. 

Early, Friday morning 200 rebels rushed 
up to within thirty yards of the consulate. 
The sailors behaved splendidly, an@ the 
natives were repulsed. One American 
sailor was killed, and one British sailor 
was shot in both legs. Major General Cut- 
liffe, of the British army, assisted in direct- 
ing operations at the consulate. 

There is intense feeling against the Ger- 
mans here, and they are accused of spying 
an@ giving information to the rebels. 

One Marquardt, who has been drilling 
the natives, was arrested, and ‘sent on 
board the Falke under the pledge of the 
German commander that he will not be 
allowed to land. A half caste named 
Taylor was arrested as a spy, and-is in 
frons on the Porpoise. H. J. Moore, an 
American, is confined to his store under 
suspicion of being a Mataafa sympathizer. 
Saturday and Sunday was quiet. The Tivoli 
hotel has been mined in case it becomes 
necessary to blow it up, and two German 
lights from the shore is the signal to 
shell it. 

Sunday a body of native foragers 
came upon a Mataafa crowd, killing 
eight and wounding twenty of them, 
when the rebels fled. ~~ 

For several days the German warship 
Falke persistently kept in the way so as 
to incommode the fire of the British ships. 
Finally Admiral Kautz compelled her to 
move inside the harbor entrance out of the 
way.

KAUTZ IS FULLY SUSTAINED. 


Washington Officiais Have Nothing 
Direct from Samoa. 
Washington, April 7.—The officials of the 
state and navy departments were deeply 
interested in the act of the details of the 
rising at Apia, as sent out in the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches: received via San 
Francisco. So far nothing of an _ official 
character has been received by them, and 
the same is true of the British and German 

embassies. 

In this state of affairs the officials were 
unprepared to express any opinion as to 
the merits of the actions of the respective 
parties in Samoa for publication. 

It may be noted that in carrving out 
the wishes of the American and British 
Officials at Apia, leaving the Germans out 
of the calculation, Admiral Kautz — has 
taken direct issue with the contention of 
the German government that the majority 
shall not control, but the best opinion here 
is that as the admiral acted to meet an 
emergency threatening life and property, 
afd also acted in the direction of a strict 
enforcement of the terms of the Berlin 
treaty, his attitude must be held to be 
unexceptionable. 

At any rate, it is apprehended that re- 
gardless of the diplomatic disputation now 
going on between the three capitals, Wash- 
ington, London and Berlin, Admiral Kautz's 
vigorous action is likely to clear the way 
for the action of the proposed commission 
by practically restoring the status quo 
ante-bellum. 


HAS AUDIENCE WITH KAISER. 


Ambassador White Declares Friend- 
ship for Germany. 

Berlin, April 7.—The Munich Algemeine 
Zeitung, in an alleged interview with Mr. 
White, quotes him as saying he does not 
know why Great Britain.condemns the 
attitude of the German representatives at 
Samoa; as assuring the interviewer that 
the British jingoes will not control the 
American policy, and as stating his idéal 
to be the ‘‘fraternizatton of the three akin 
nations.”” He is said to have added: 

“But just now certain influences in Eng- 
land forbid the realization of this desire. 
Il am hopeful, however, that Germany will 
eventually overcome the evil influences.’’ 

In conclusion Mr, White is quoted as say- 
ing the American government is strongly 
inclined to live in harmony with Germany. 

Mr. White had an audience with the 
Kaiser yesterday. The interview lasted an 
hour and a half and all important pending 
questions affecting the interests’ of the 
United States and Germany were discussed. 
His majesty expressed great satisfaction at 
the conciliatory and friendly attitude of 
the United States toward Germany and also 
at the fact that Dr, Solf, the new German 
president of the municipal council at Apia, 
had met with such a favorable reception in 
the United States, and also at the ?act 
that he had been presented to Mr. Me- 
Kinley. 


Progress Satisfies German Emperor. 

London, April 8.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Times says: 

“The German government is quite satis- 
fied with the progress made in Samoa nego- 
tiations. Having secured the unanimity 
principle, It does not regard the other de- 
talls of the instrugtions to the commission- 
ers of crucial importance. 

“The statement that Dr. Schmidt-Leda, 
German minister at Caracas, is not per- 
sona grata to the United States government 
because he has quarreled with the Ameri- 
can consul is denied here on the best au- 
thority.”’

Charleston, S. C., April 7.—In the United 
States circuit court here today, Judge W. 
H. Brawley, presiding, a true bill was found 
by the grand jury against thirteen of the 
men accused of lynching Fraser B. Baker 
at Lake City, 8S. C., February 22, 1898, 

Fift-en men are under arrest, but no ex- 
planation of the dropping of tWo names 
from the indictment was given. 

Before giving the case out, Judge Braw- 
ley delivered an impressive charge. , He 
sketched in outline the offenses of which 
the prisoners are accused and defined the 
duties of the jurors in the premises. The 
crime was one of the blackest ever perpe- 
trated in South Carolina, he said, and it 
was the duty of the government to prose- 
cute to the fullest extent any or all of the 
men who might nave been implicated in 
its commisston.

Same Receivers Are Retained, but 
They Must Now Report to United 
States Judge. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 7.—United States 
Judge John F, Philips this afternoon grant- 
ed an order removing the Kansas _ City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf receivership case from 
the circuit court of Jackson county to the 
United States circuit court. This order was 
made on the application of the State Trust 
Company, of New York, presented earlier 
in the day by Frank Hagerman, its attor- 
ney. Then J. McD, Trimble, representing 
the receivers, himself, E, T. Martin and 
Robert Gillhan, and the faction of the 
Pittsburg and Gulf Company which secured 
their appointment, filed a motion asking 
that the case be remanded to the Jackson 
county circuit court. The time for the ar- 
gument of this motion was not set, but it 
will probably be later than May Ist, as 
Judge Philips will take a vacation at once, 
Owing to ill health. In the meantime the 
present receivers are acting under Judge 
Philips’s orders and at his pleasure. 

The application for the removal of the 
case to the federal court was made under 
the ‘‘local prejudices” act, the charge being 
that there would be a prejudice in Kansas 
City or Missouri courts against the State 
Trust Company of New York because that 
company is a foreign corporation. 3 

The petition presented by Mr. Hagerman 
set forth also that all the receivers appoint- 
ej] by the lower court would be dominated 
by A. E. Stillwell, president of the railroad 
company; that the officers of the railroad 
company and County Judge Gibson nad ar- 
reneged in advance for the appointment of 
receivers; that the whole suit. Was fictitious 
and filed to prevent the case from going 
into the federal court, so that the railroad 
Officials conld make the case ore of local 
interest and opposed to a foreign company. 

Yesterday the State Trust Company 
brought suit in the federal court to fore- 
close the $23,000,000 mortgage it held against 
the railroad; asked that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to protect the bondholders, and that 
an injunction be granted to prevent the 
present wh btn from taking any action 
in the méantime.

Washington, April 7.—F. B. Thurber, 
president of the United States Export As- 
sociation, in testifying as to trusts before 
the industrial commission today, took posi- 
tive grounds in support of trusts, saying 
that he had at first been prejudiced against 
them, believing that they would oppress the 
public with high prices. 

“T had,” he said, “no conception that 
they were a natural economic development 
consequeat on the development of the great 
forces Which now control the world—steam, 
electricity and machinery—or that there was 
any rational basis for their existence. But 
a careful study of their effect, ranging over 
a period of years, has materially modified 
my opinion.’’ 

Talking upon the history of trusts he said 
they began with the consolidation of tne 
railroads into trunk lines. He said the fear 
nad been that the combinations would re- 
sult in exorbitant rates for transportation, 
but this had not proved to be the case. He 
quoted figures to show that on the contrary 
there had been a reduction. 

The entire transportation performed by 
the ratiroads of the United States- during 
the twelve years was equivalent to mov- 
ing 136,799,677,822 passengers and 807,935,382,- 
838 tons of freight one mile. Had rates aver- 
aging as high as those of 1882 been collected 
on this traffic the railroads would have 
earned $2,629,043,459 more than they actually 
received. 

Under the consolidation effected by the 
Standard Oil Company oil had depreciated 
in price from 25.7 cents per gallon in 1871 
to 5.7 cents in 1898, and a similar condl- 
tion was shown as the result of the forma- 
tion of the sugar trust, due to the purchase 
of the raw material at a cheaper rate- than 
individual refiners could get it.

Macon is one of the 
largest cotton markets in the south, but 
does not get recognition for the fact.

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Augusta, April 7.—(Special.)—In 
cent publications concerning the case of 
Lieutenant Curry, of the Third Georgia 
regiment, who, while doing provost guard 
duty in Savannah, shot another soldier, the 
Statement has been made that charges were 
not preferred against Curry until the re- 
turn of the regiment to the United States 
from Cuba>*the killing having taken place 
just before the regiment sailed for duty in 
Cuba. 

Colonel R. L. Berner says that while he 
does not think the newspapers mean to do 
him an injury, this statement does reflect 
upon the administration of the affairs of 
the regiment, and in justice to the high 
character of the regiment and the truth 
of history, he furnishes the following au- 
thoritative account of the record in the 
case: 

“The killing occurred on the night of the 
10th of January, at which time 1 was com- 
mander of the post at Savannah, and Ma- 
jor J. 8. Cohen was provost marshal of the 
city, Lieutenant Curry was attached to 
the provost guard and was on duty at the 
time. On the morning of the llth charges 
Were preferred against him by Major Conen 
and sent to headquarters. On their recep- 
tion [ at once placed on them an indorse- 
ment, referring them to the commanding 
officer of the regiment with instructions to 
investigate and take such action thereon 
as the regulations required. At that time 
the regiment was under orders to beard 
the transport Roumanian, which was an- 
chored at the wharf. Preparations for 
loading the vessel and breaking camp were 
then in progress. In the hurry incident to 
the movement of the regiment, Major Beck, 
then in command, did not make an investi- 
gation of the case. On our arrival at Nue- 
Vitas, OoWing te the inextricable econfusien 
attending the leading of the vessel, ‘the pa- 
bers could not be found. When the regzi- 
mental prceperty was reduced to something 
like order they were discovered, and I for- 
warded them,at once to the department of 
Pucrto Prir.dipe for- instrucciicns, They 
were returned with the order to report 
thereon, which I did. I recommended that 
Lieutenant Curry be tried by a general 
courtmartial. The charges were returned 
with instructions to state my opinion as to 
the probabilitv of sustaining a corvietion. 
l exumined all the witnesses whose names 
were on the charges and others (whose 
names did not § appear. Among. the 
witnesses named by the provost marshal 
were sOme members of artillery to which 
the deceased belonged. These of course I 
did not examine, as they were in the Unit- 
ed States. After completing the investiga- 
tion 1 again forwarded the charges to the 
department with the indorsement that I 
had examined all the witnesses named on 
the charges in my regiment, and that i 
had made diligent search for other testi- 
mony; that 1 entertained sOme doubt whetn- 
er a final conviction could be sustained on 
their evidence, but that there were witness- 
es 1 had not and could not examine, as 
they were in the United States; that these 
might furnish additional evidence of guilt, 
and that in view of these facts and be- 
lieving it to be far the good of the service, 
l adhered to my original opinion, and 
recommended that he be tried by a general 
courtmartial. This ended the matter as far 
as. 1 was concerned, and thus matters stood 
until a few days before our departure from 
Cuba. TYhree days before breaking camp 
at Minas 1 received an official communica- 
tion from the department of Puerto Prin- 
cipe stating that the secretary of war di- 
rected that Lieutenant Curry be placed un- 
der arrest, carried back to Savannah and 
delivered to the department of the gulf to 
await trial for murder. 

“This order was complied with, and on 
my arrival at Augusta | immediately noti- 
fied the commander of the post of this or- 
der and these facts. The subsequent his- 
tory of the proceedings is familiar to the 
public. 

“It is therefore a fact that charges were 
preferred immediately upon the commission 
of the offense. It is a fact that Lieutenant 
Curry has been under arrest from the night 
of the 10th of January up to this moment 
except during a few days in Cuba. He was 
then released under the seventy-first arti- 
Cle of war, which is as follows: 

‘““*When an officer is put in arrest for the 
purpose of trial, except at remote military 
posts or stations, the officer by whose order 
he is arrested shall see that-a copy of the 
charges on which he is to be tried is served 
upon him within eight days after his arrest, 
and that he is brought to trial within ten 
days thereafter, unless the necessities of 
the serviee prevent such trial; and then he 
shall - be vrought to tmal within thirty days 
after the expiration of said ten days. ‘ 
copy of the charges be not served 
arrested officer be not brought to 
herein required, the arrest shall cease, but 
officers released trom arrest, under the 
provisions of this article, may be tried 
whenever the exigencies of the service small 
permit, within twelve months after such 
release from arrest,’

the expiration of the forty days. Some

A short time only 
elapsed between the cessation of the arrest 
and his rearrest under the order of the 
secretary of war. 

“This is the truth of this matter. In it 
all I have had two duties to perform—one 
to investigate the charges and forward 
them through the proper military channels; 
the other to insure the presence of L.ieu- 
tenent Curry to await such trial as misht 
be accorded thim. Zoth of these I have 
performed. ‘The charges have been for- 
warded, and Lieutenant Curry is under ar- 
rest awaiting his trial.’’

Augusta, Ga., April 7.—(Specia!.)—Colone! 
Berner and his officers and men are greatly 
pleased with their camp at Augusta and 
the men are in good condition. The 22d 
of April has been set as the date for their 
mustering out. and Colonel Berner said to 
your correspondent last night: “The Third 
Georgia would esteem the compliment 
highly if Governor Candler would officially 
review the regiment before {it passes out 
of service. I have invited him to do so on 
severa] occasions since the regiment was 
organized. but- his official duties made it 
impracticable at the time. This being the 
onlv Georgia regiment that went abroad 
in the service of the country, or that ever 
did, it would not be considered amiss, I 
think. for the governor of the state to do 
the men this honor, and they would great- 
ly value thie official parade and review be- 
fore being mustered out of service.’”

Irish Home Rule. 

The agitation for Irish home rule, 
while apparently quiescent, is already 
making inroads into unsuspected fields. 

The leading conservative newspapers, 
commenting upon the dropping of the 
Irish university bill at the dictation of 
the Ulster malcontents, go on to argue 
that the home rulers have been given 
thereby the strongest possible argument 
for their contention. The plea of the 
home rulers hag been that, owing to the 
impossibility of an English parliament 
dealing with Irish questions, a local par- 
liament was necessary. “We do Ire- 
land no wrong,” says the conservative, 
“by denying her a parliament, because 
all that a parliament of her own could 


| justiv do for her can and will be done 
' for her by the imperial parliament.” 


Answering this old claim, The Guard- 
ian, one of the strongest conservative 


| papers in England, comes out with an ar- 


rument in favor of Irish home rule, say- 
ing: 

If the duke of Devonshire’s reading of 
ministerial intentions proves true, unionists 
can say this no longer. They may not, for 
that reason, become home rulers, but their 
devotion to the unionist cause can hardly 
fail to be weakened by the sense that the 
home rule contention that England cannot 
govern Irishmen as they wish to be gov- 
erend has been proved true, 

It.is becoming more clear every day 
that the Irish members of parliament, 
holding the balance of power between 
the controlling English political parties, 
will be able to force their point, and the 
great probability is that home rule will 
vet result from an Irish alliance with 
the conservatives. 

The Bluefields Incident. 

A few well-directed cannon balls would 
bring about the most satisfactory solu- 
tion of the Bluefields question. 

The attempt of General Torres, who 
has been given unlimited power by Pres- 
ident Zelaya, of Nicaragua, to collect a 
second levy from the foreign merchants 
resident at Bluefields, is but one more 
incident in a long line of robbery and 
oppression. In this case the merchants 
were not permitted to appeal to their 
home government, nor even to that of 
Zelaya, and even the American consul 
was refused the use of the wires. The 
repeated tax levy was blackmail, pure 
and simple, and it constituted an open 
defiance of the government of the United 
States. 

The only wav to stop these outrages 
upon the American business men Is 
through the cannon’s mouth. Men who 
refuse to be bound by international com- 
ity or by municipal law can be reached 
in no other way, and the sooner and 
more effectually it is done, will be the 
better for all concerned. If the republic

Commercial Museums. 

The idea of establishing in our large 
central cities commercial museums is 
one which seems to be attracting a good 
deal of attention. 

Philadelphia has such an institution 
wherein are displayed the goods as well 
as the literature of foreign institutions. 
Side by side with them are complete ex- 
positions of what American art, science 
or skill has to offer to the world abroad. 
The institution thus acts as an exchange 
of ideas as well as of products, and has 
led to many interchanges of commerce. 
While it is true foreign merchants are 
represented in order to attract Ameri- 
can trade, American products have mer- 
it enough to attract the attention of these 
same merchants, and they in reality, 
Knowing the wants of their own people, 
become exporters as well as importers. 
Another advantage possessed by such ex- 
changes is that they have the benéfit of 
the operation of all our consuls abroad to 
aid them in their work. 

The National Business League of Chi- 
cago is now discussing the utility of such 
an establishment. The secretary has 
conducted an extensive correspondence 
with out consuls, all of whom reply that 
foreign merchants would be glad to 
be represented in such an _ institution. 
The consuls express the opinion, here- 
tofore alluded to, that foreign merchants 
would become our heaviest buyers as 
the result of a judicious display of what 
we have. ‘These agencies at home and 
abroad would become a means of extend- 
ing credit based on a better Knowledge 
of those who would buy of us, and of 
those of us who would buy. Such foreign 
agents with us, having every facility for 
obtaining information here, would be 
able to furnish accurate information 
touching enterprises or properties here, 
and so facilitate negotiations. 

The Constitution would be glad to see 
a series of such exchanges established in 
this country. With Philadelphia for 
the east, Chicagu for the middle west, 
Denver for the mountain states, San 
Francisco for the Pacific and Atlanta 
for the southern states, the country 
would be so honeycombed with avenues 
of information as would necessarily jead 
to great extension of our present trade 
possibilities.

OUR FOREIGN CONSULS 


Shoemaking machinery has not yet been 
introduced into Japan. Monthly returns 
for the period between January Ist and Oc- 
tober ist last (nine months) show impor- 
tations of sole leather during that time to 
have exceeded in value the tétal importa- 
tion during the whole of the preceding 
year by more than $10,000, which makes 
it probable that the total imports of sole 
leather into Japan during 1898 will excee 
the year 1897 by at least $100,000, the Breace 
est increase coming from the United 
States.

There are but two tanneries of any mMas~ 
nitude in operation throughout Japan~— 
one located tn Osaka and the other in To- 
kio—and they. are chiefly occupied tn Sup~ 
plying the leather wants of the army and 
navy. A large tanning establishment 1s lo- 
cated near Kobe. It. was formerly under 
European management, Dut, after several 
unsuccessful attempts to operate it, it has 
been closed. There are, however, many 
small ‘‘home tanneries’ in the country, and 
they are operated exlusively by the ‘“‘Etas. 
a class of persons whose occupation is look- 
ed upon as unclean. The beggars “‘Kojiki 
constitute the lowest class in Japan, and 
next above them are the “Eta,’’ who mo- 
nopolize the occupation of killing animals 
for food, the tanning and dressing of leath- 
er, grave digging, and similar work. The 
“Etas’’ are popularly supposed to be in 
possession of a secret method of tanning. 
Tanning being looked upon in Japan 4s a 
degraded calling, 1t is not probable that the 
industry will materially improve in the 
near future; and it is for that reason, to- 
gether with the additional ones that cattle 
are scarce, and that there is a growing 
demand in Japan for leather of all kinds, 
that the United States has a field in which 
it may largely increase its exportation of 
this article year by year.

There is a very large traffic carried | on 
with the Lofoden islands during the fish- 
ing season, and it is estimated that often 
between 35,000 and 40,000 men are engaged, 
and during the busiest _ time, which is 
toward the end of March, as many as 7,900 
vessels of various kinds are in these waters. 
Of course, it requires a large nuumber of 
hooks, nets, etc., to supply these men with 
the necessary gear for catching fish, and 
heavy losses are often sustained. It is 
estimated that the annual loss in the vaqti- 
ous kinds of gear employed in these fish- 
@ies alone, amounts to from $175,000 to 
$250,000. Needless to say, this loss has to be 
replaced by. new matrial, and it has oc- 
curred to me that United States manufac- 
turers might supply this annual deficiency. 
Of cowse, some sacrifice would have to be 
made before trade could be established, as 
the people here are conservative; but by 
judicious management, American goods of 
all kinds could gain a sure foothold in 
Scandinavia. When steamships were first 
used in the London fishing trade, they met 
with violent opposition, the fishermen look- 
ing on them with distrust; today, nearly 
nine-tenths of the trade with the Lofoden 
islands and the north of Norway is car- 
ried on by steamers. : 
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There are generally seven doctors ap- 
pointed every year to look after the men 
engaged in this trade, and; in addition to 
these, there are some four or five in the 
other fishing districts. These physicians 
attend about 8,000 or 9,000 patients every 
year, and there are often between 500 and 
600 in the hospitals. Medical attendance is 
supplied to these fishermen free of charge, 
the doctors belng paid out of the medical 
fund, which is kept up by levying a tax on 
all fish and fish products exported. ‘There 
are several clergymen stationed perma- 
nently in different parts of this district, 
and four state chaplains are in attendance 
during the fishing season. Five libraries 
have been established, as well as four night 
schools, and during the last few years, 
many fishermen’s homes have been opened 
indifferent places. As a rule, the people 
are orderly and sober. where are twenty 
telegraph stations in operation in the Lofo- 
den district .and, during the past four 
months of the year 1897, over 96,000 tele- 
grams were sent and received. The cost 
to the government to keep up these:and 
other offices ia about $10,000 to $12,000 a year.

Bac Treatment of Soldiers. 
From The Savannah Press. 

Discharged soldiers and sailors, who from 
time to time arrive in San Francisco from 
Manila, are bitter in their complaints of the 
treatment they have received at the hands 
of the government and the stories they tell 
are not calculated to induce volunteers to 
enlist in the event that more troops are 
needed for the Philippines. According to 
the statements made by them to the San 
Francisco newspapers they were given their 
discharges almost on the field of battle and 
then practically left to shift for themselves. 
Nine hundred discharged men were to be 
brought home on the Buffalo, but 500 quit 
because of lack of accommodations. The 
canteen keepers charged them extortionate 
prices for everything and the ice that 
should have gone to private soldiers and 
sailors was sold to saloon keepers in Manila. 
One old saiior from the Boston s3‘d it was 
the first time he ever had to pay his fare 
home from a foreign port in thirty-nine 
years of service. The stories resemble so 
closely those told of the transports which 
came to be known as pest ships during the 
Spanish war that it seems probable they 
contain a good deal of truth. At any eate, 
if there js any foundation for the complaints 
made by the men returning from te Fhil- 
ippines, their treatment at Manila was out- 
rageous in the extreme, as jit is reasonable 
to suppose that the majority of them are 
broken in health as a result of thcir hard- 
ships and long stay in the tropics and 
should shave received kinder treatment. The 
matter is of sufficient importance to call for 
an investigation from the authoricies at 
Washington, with the view of preventing 
such abuses jin the future and to sce that 
all discharged soldiers and sailors at Ma- 
nila are properly cared for until comforta- 
ble passage homeward can be provided for 
them,

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Colors of Wild Animals. 
From The Spectator. 

In wild quadrupeds the natura] variation 
of coloring seems generally limited to three 
hues. The normal and usual tint seems 
fixed, as in the case of the lion, leopard, 
rabbit or fallow deer. Concurrently with 
this there are two variations, always liable 
to occur—melanism, or the tendency to de- 
velop darker color, and in extreme cases 
black, and albinism, or partial or total 
whiteness. Fallow deer, a species both wild 
and domesticated, show this perhaps best 
of all quadrupeds, for the black, white 
and normal breeds are’ to be seén in most 
parks in England. These three shades, 
black, white, tawny or sandy, may _ be 
taken to be the normal coloring of quadru- 
peds.’ It remains to be shown how from 
these three not only many other tints have 
been developed, but also colors far more 
brilliant and rich in tone than the sandy or 
normal hue. If, as we believe, it is on the 
Subsequent mixture of these three hues 
that all the variety of subsequent coloring 
in domesticated species depends, we must 
find a wild ox or buffalo which is sandy or 
tawny, for experiments in crossing these 
and tame bovidae show that so many of 
the hybrids are fertile that we cannot draw 
a hard and fast line between them. 

Though black is the normal color of near- 
ly all the wild cattle and buffaloes, there is 
one species which is tawny. This is the 
small short-horned buffalo of the west 
coast of Africa. Though confined now to 
that region, the existence of one wild 
breed of this color is presumptive evidence 
that there may have been others elsewhere. 
lt is a very beautiful species, fawn colored. 
with a tinge of dark chestnut, and about 
the size of a Jersey bull. The ears are 
long and tipped with a long tuft of hair, 
the eyes large and the coat as smooth as 
that of an English cow in summer. CGivea 
the ‘tawny and the black wild cattle. the 
white variety is almost certain to appear 
eccasionally either as a pure albino or as 
a hlack béast spotted with white.

Great Britain meets with so much sieccess 
in governing most of its colonies that the 
trouble in Jamaica ought to receive pro- 
found attention. The government of the 
island has not been out of difficulties in 
some years. Impoverished by the low price 
of sugar, the colony has the ereatest diffi- 
culty in making both ends meet, and the 
government_has sought to aid the London 
colonia, office in its troubles by laying a 
tax on agricultural implements and litera- 
ture. The planters object to this plan. They 
are suffering grievously from taxes already, 
and to increase the cost of their industrial 
appliances will make their situation almost 
intolerable. The United States may learn 
considerable about governing Cuba and 
Porto Rico from the experiences of the 
British in Jamaica. 


Have We Been Deceived? 
From The New Orleans States. 

In view of the hard fighting done by our 
troops on the march to Malolos it is well 
to recal] the fact that when the peace com- 
mission at Paris was considering the advisa- 
bility of buying the Philippine islands from 
Spain, General Merritt assured the Amevj- 
can commissioners that there was not the 
sligihtest danger of a conflict between the 
natives and the American troops. The na- 
tives, he said, would welcome the American 
soldiers with open arms. Possibly General 
Merritt would explain his assuraaces now 
by stating that the ‘‘open arms’’ to which 
he referred were  breech-loading rifles. 
Otherwise it is difficult to avoid the conclu- 
sion that the peace commissioners were the 
victims of misplaced confideince.

Ordered, That in the matter of widen- 
ing and paving WHitehall street as set 
out in the resolutions of the street com- 
missioners hereby agree that they will 
bear one-half of the entire expense of 
widening and re-paving this street under 
the direction of R. M. Clayton, city en- 
gineer, and this board. 

It being distinctly understood that this

Anniston, Ala., where the general was in 
command of troops after his return from 
Cuba. 

He has just arrived from Fort Wayne, 
Mich., which is now the headquarters of 
the Seventh infantry. General Carpenter 
paid a compliment to the city in coming 
to Atlanta, as he had the choice of eleven 
places of residence and chose Atlanta be- 
cause he likes it here and the climate agrees 
with him. His regiment is now stationed 
as follows and General Carpenter could 
have made any one of the stations his 
headquarters: 

Headquarters. and H, at Fort Wayne, 
Mich.; M, at Fort Brady, Mich.; A, at Fort 
Snelling, Minn.;: B, at Fort McPherson, 
Ga.; C, at Plattsburg barracks, New York; 
K, at Fort Porter. Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Jefferson barracks, Missouri; E, at 
Sheridan, lll.; F, at Fort Thomas, Ky.; G, 
at Columbus barracks, Ohio; D, at Fort 
Crook, Neb.; 1, at Madison barracks, Sack- 
et’s harbor, N. Y. 

General Carpenter is an officer of dls- 
tinction, having entered the volunteer. ser- 
vice on April 22, 1861, as a second lieutenant 
in the Nineteenth Ohio volunteer infantry. 
His connection with the regular army be- 
gan on September l4th of the same year, 
and thhe has since served with distinction. 

At the beginning of the Spanish-American 
war he was commissioned brigadier general 
of volunteers and rendered valuable service 
during the Santiago campaign. He will be 
mustered out of the volunteer service on 
May 12, 1899, when he resumes his rank 
of lieutenant colonel, 

General Carpenter, while the sketch was 
being made of him, talked interestingly.

Tennessee Legislature Meets Their 
Threat—Proceedings Yesterday. 
Nashville, Tenn., April 7.—(Special.)— 
Some of the judges whose courts have been 
abolished by the legislature, having de- 
clared their intention of holding office any- 
how, an@ of testing the constitutionality 
of the act, there were put through the 
general assembly today formal notices by 
resolution of an intention to remove the 
judges and attorneys general involved.

Little Georgia Town Relies on Governor 
for Municipal Officers. 
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NOT TROUBLED WITH ELECTION 


John Richardson Appointed Mayor of 
the Town Yesterliay Morning. 
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SELECTION FIXED BY THE LEGISLATURE. 
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lhe Government of This Border Town 
Is an Anomaly in the History 
of the State. ‘ 


Governor Candler has appointed a new 
mayor and general council for the little 
town of St. Mary's, in Camden county, and 
the newly appointed officials will assume 
charge of the municipal government next 
Monday, 

The government of the town of St. Mary's 
ls an oddity, not only in Georgia, but in 
the United States, and so far as known, 
there is not another incorporated town any- 
where in the country that does not elect its 
officers by the direct vote of the people or 
by the people's representatives. 

Once every year the governor of Georgia 
is called on to select a mayor for the border 
town, who holds: his position with the six 
members of council from the second Mon- 
day in April until the end of the year. This 
condition of affairs has been going on since 
18s, when the control of the state passed 
from the hands of the carpet baggers. It 
Was the result of a legislative enactment 
passed when the town of St. Mary’s was 
incorporated, and the legislature designed 
that so long as St. Mary’s should continue 
a town that its mayor and general council 
should be selected by ‘the governor, and 
not by the people of the place. 

Situated on the Florida border, St. Mary’s 
has a population composed largely of col- 
ored people, and to Keep the village in the 
hands of .its white citizens, the legislature 
Was asked to make the provision regarding 
the mayor and council when the charter 
Was granted. No protest has ever come 
trom either class of the population, certain- 
ly not in recent years, and the people of 
the town seem perfectly contented to leave 
the choice of their municipal lawmakers to 
the wisdom of each succeeding governor. 
For two years, back in the seventies, the 
term of the mayor and council of the town 
was fixed at four years, but shortly after 
the charter was granted an amendment 
Was passed by the legislature making the 
term of office only one year. 

Method of Selection. 

In the sprimge of each year the citizens of 
St. Mary's hold a mass meeting, at which 
nominations for the position of mayor and 
councilmen are made by acclamation. These 
nominations are forwarded at once to the 
chief executive of the state, and it has 
come to be an unwritten law for the gov- 
ernor to accept’the nomination of the peo- 
ple and promptly appoint those who have 
been suggested by the citizens of the town. 
There is no written iaw, however, or any 
Suggestion in the act of the legislature re- 
quiring the governor to accept the nomina- 
tions of the people, but for the past ten 
years it has been the invariable custom to 
do so. 

At the mass meéting held in St. Mary’s 
this spring John Richardson was nominated 
for the position of mayor, together with 
Six citizens of the town for councilmen. 

The appointments were made by Governor 
Candler yesterday morning and the follow- 
ing order issued, which is accepted as law 
by the citizens of St. Mary’s: 

By virtue of the authority conferred 
upon the governor by the second section 
of an act entitled “‘An act to amend an 
act to incorporate the town of S8t. 
Mary’s and the several acts amending 
the same,”’ approved February 238, 1877, it 
is ordered that John Richardson be and 
he i$ hereby appointed mayor, and that 
D>. J, Long, L. M. Vocelle, H. L. Long, 
J. FR Bachlott and D. C. Sterling be 
and they are hereby appointed aldermen 
of said town of St. Mary’s, to hold said 
offices for one year from the second 
Monday in April, 18%.

FRUIT TREES 


State Entemolog st Gives Advice of Im- 
portance to Growers. 


PRUNING WILL BE NECESSARY 


Portion of Many Trees Facing South 
Did Not Freeze Up. 


BEAD GROWTHS 10 BE PULLED UP 


By Vigcrous Pruning the Entomolo- 
gist Believes a Portion of the 
Crop Will Be Saved. 


State Entomologist Scott, in reply to the 
numerous inquiries that have ccme to him 
asking the best method of treating the 
peach and other fruit trees that were bad- 
ly damaged during the cold weather of 
has furnished a reply that will 
be found of the greatest importance to 
fruit growers in the state. 

The state entomologist has given the 
matter of the frozen trees his careful at- 
tention, and he has found that in many 
cases there is a portion of the peach tree, 
generally the portion facing to the south, 
that did not freeze during the blizzard, and 
by proper treatment he believes that such 
trees can be made to lve and bear fruit 
next esason. The state entomologist ad- 
vises pruning of all the dead—imbs, or 
those that are ‘seriously injured, so that 
the area of surface to be supported by the 
sap will be reduced, and in this way give 
the tree a charce for life. Many trees 
were weakened by the ravages of the San 
Jose scale before the freeze, and _ such 
growths have little chance to survive. The 
entomologist leaves the amount of pruning 
to be done to the discretion of the grower, 
but suggests that possibly one-tnird of the 
limbs would be better off the tree. . 

The following is the opinion of Professor 
Scott on the method of treating frozen 
trees: 

“The unprecedented cold wave. that 
swept over the state last February great- 
ly injured fruit trees in many sections of 
the state, and it is highly important that 
such trees should be properly treated at 
once, that the damage may be overcome as 
much as possible. 

‘Peaches, plums and figs have suffered 
most, while appies and pears seem to be 
very litthe damaged. Of the peaches, the 
Alexanders and Tillotsons are the most 
injured. All of the other varieties are 
greatly damaged, but to a less extent. 

“In a great many cases the Satsuma 
plum was nearly killed to the ground, while 
the Abundance and most of the other va- 
rieties are not so much damaged. The 
damage seems to be confined almost en- 
tirely to the bearing trees. Young trees 
from nursery stock to two-year orchrad 
trees have escaped with little damage. Un- 
fortunately the principal injury is to the 
trunk of the trees. The bast tissues and 
the cambium layer of the bark are frozen 
and blackened from the surface of the 
ground up to twelve inches or more, and 
in a few cases the bark is loosened from 
the trees. Usually, however, there are 
about two or three inches of bark on one 
side of the tree that escaped freezing. This 
geeen streak of bark is usually found on 
the south side of the tree. In some sec- 
tions, however, it is found on another side. 
The twigs and limbs are apparently not 
so badly damaged. The wood just beneath 
the buds is browned, and some of the twigs 
killed. In my opinion most of these trees 
may recover and be restored to a fair con- 
dition. This, however, is a question. Many 
will undoubtedly die in the course of this 
summer. 

“Trees that were badly weakened: from 
the San Jose scale, or from the depreda- 
tions of other insects, or from neglect or 
otherwise, in most cases were killed beyond 
a doubt, and should be dug up at once. 
The work of restoration can be greatly 
aided by cutting the trees back severely. 
Each grower must determine for himseif 
how much must be cut away, according to 
the extent and the location of the damage. 
As a rule, at least one-third of the growth 
of. the limbs should be cut off. In a few 
cases it will be wise to cut the limbs back 
to stubs about twenty-four inches. All 
badly damaged limbs should be taken out 
entirely. This pruning will reduce the gur- 
face to be fed through the roots and will 
stimulate new growth of healthy wood. If 
the tree lives at all, it will regain rapidly 
its vigor and retop itself during the grow- 
ing season and be prepared for a fruit crop 
next year. In doing this work a smooth, 
clean cut should be made with a saw or 
sharp pruning knife. 

“The cut surface should be painted over 
with white lead to exclude the air and pre- 
vent evaporation. This work should have 
been done in March. However, it is not too 
late yet, and should be done at once. Sev- 
eral prominent growers have already com- 
menced the work. Prompt action in this 
work may save your trees. 

‘‘Neither should cultivation be neglected. 
The trees need the best of attention now 
more than ever. Orchards should be thor- 
oughly cultivated during the season as 
though you expected a big crop of fruit. 
If cultivation is neglected, a little hot sun 
and dry weather will tell a doleful tale.”

TO MANUFACTURE WOOL AND COTTON 


Mining Will Be an Impoytant Feature 
of the Company’s Business—Who 
the Incorporators Are. 


Judge Lumpkin granted a charter to the 
Southern Westerly Granite Company yes- 
terday. The incorporators of the company 
are: Charles H. More, of Montpelier, Vt.; 
George C. and William Préston, of Kings- 
ton, N. Y., and Hamilton McWhorter and 
Frank R. Smith, of the county of Ogle- 
thorpe. 

From the statement of the 
which the company proposes to carry on, 
it willbe one of the largest developing and 
manufacturing concerns in the state. The 
present capital stock is $100,000, with the 
privilege of acpi it to $500,000. 

The company will have its principal offices 
in Atlanta, and will operate in the counties 
of Fulton, Clarke, Elbert, Oglethorpe and 
Madison. The shares are $100 par value, 
and 10 per cent of the capital stock is paid 
in. ‘The company proposes to quarry stone 
and prepare it for the market, to buy lands, 
to develope water power and make elec- 
tricity and furnish it to any one desiring, 
to manufacture cotton, wool, iron and 
other materials. 

The charter outlines the particular busi- 
ness as follows: 

“The particular business to be carried on 
by said corporation is: 

“1. Quarrying, sawing, finishing and sell- 
ing granite and other stone. 

‘2. The purchase, leasing and sale of 
lands for building purposes or for farm- 
ing, or for mineral or for quarrying and 
other purposes. 

‘3. The development of water power for 
the purpose of being used by said corpora- 
tion itself, or by others, for the operation 
of all kinds of machinery. 

“4. The erection of an electric plant to 
generate electricity, to be used by itself or 
by others, for the operation of machinery, 
for electric railroad, for lighting purposes 
and for any and all other purposes for 
which electricity is used. 

‘dD. The erection and operation of all kinds 
of manufactories, including that of cotton, 
wool, wood, iron or other material that 
can be manufactured. 

‘6. To operate and run a mercantile busi- 
ness, and to do any and all other things 
in connection with the several businesses 
named consistent with the law. 

‘7. AS a corporation, to have the power 
to apply to the secretary of state and have 
granted to them charters to establish a 
Savings bank, or banks to do a general 
loan, discount and banking business, to be 
located in the city of Atlanta, or elsewhere, 
as sai@ charter may direct.’’ 

The corporation will exist for twenty 
years. The charter grants the right to 
lease, buy or sell any lands, mills, railroads 
or other property, real or personal. 

The officers of the company will consist 
of a president, vice president,. secretary 
and treasurer, and a board of directors, 
consisting of five stockholders. The. presi- 
dent and vice president are to comprise two 
of the board of directors. The officers will 
be elected every year. Joel Cloud repre- 
sents. the incorporators.

A STRONG ROUTE 
TQ THE SOUTHEAST 


It May Be That the Southern Will Seek 
Rxpert Grain 


FROM ST. LOUIS TO BRUNSWICK 


By Acquiring the Air-Line It Gets 
Into the West. 


— 


ENABLES TO STRENGTHEN ITS POSITION 


Ihe Only System Controlling Tracks 
from the West to a South At- 
lantic Port. ‘ 


The inspection trip which President Sam- 
uel Spencer and Vice Presidents Finley and 
Gannon of the Southern made on Thursday 
over the Louisville Aie Line is taken as 
confirmation of the reports that the South-, 
ern has secured control of that property. 
The Air Line is the shortest line between 
Louisville and St. Louis, and it gives the 
Southern a strong route from the west to 
the southeast. Indeed, it is the only 
through line, or will be when consolidation 
occurs, controlled by one system between 
St. Louis and the south Atlantic seaboard. 

The Mobile and Ohio reaches from St. 
Louis to Montgomery. The Louisville and 
Nashville extends from St. Louis to Au- 
gusta. The Southern will extend from St. 
Louis to Brunswick, and it will have a 
route of its own between St.- Louis and 
Norfolk, although it will be somewhat 
roundabout. The statement that the ac- 
quisition of the Louisville Air Line by the 
Southern will give the latter a route over 
its own rails from St. Louls almost to New 
Orleans, cannot be construed to mean that 
the Southern will be a strong line out of St. 
Louis for New Orleans business, becausé 
there are other routes which are so much 
shorter. The great value of the new sys- 
tem to the Southern will be in the hand- 
ling of traffic between the west and the 
southeast. For example, if the Southern 
should undertake to enter the export grain 
carrying trade, it would have a strong 
route by way of Atlanta to Brunswick. Tais 
would be a shorter rail haul than from St. 
Louis to New York. 

It may be that the Southern contemplates 
a step in this direction. About three years 
ago the Illinois Central began to competé 
with the trunk lines of the north for export 
grain from the west and it rapidly built up 
an enormous grain trade through the port 
It is not unlikely that the 
Southern will bid for the graim and meat 
traffic of the west, carrying it to Bruns- 
wick for shipment across the ocean. 

A year or two ago the Louisville and 
Nashville tried the experiment of handling 
export grain from St. Louis by way of At- 
lanta and Charleston. The success of that 
step seems hardly to have reached the ex- 
pectations of the traffic officials, but per- 
haps if the Louisville and Nashville had its 
own rails all the way to Charleston, the 
movement would have been greater. 

Many things point to some important 
changes in the railroad map of the south- 
east this year. All the large systems are 
watching each other and they are all piay- 
ing’ for position. Each appears to be anx- 
ious to strengthen itself and head off its 
competitors, and the acquisition of the Lou- 
isville, Evansville and St. Louis by the 
Southern was a strong play. 


SIGNED CONTRACT ON SUNDAY. 


Steffner Sued for Value of Stock, but 
th2 Contract Was Invalid. 

The case of J. P. Steffner against J. H. 
Smith was concluded in a-verdict for the 
defendant yesterday in. Judge Reid’s court. 
It was claimed by Steffner that he sold 
some stock in a company organized to man- 
ufacture adding machines to Smith and 
that the latter failed to pay for the stock. 

Smith claims that he signed the contract 
on Sunday and that he was not bound to 
pay the amount due, The amount was 
about $1,200. W. T. Moyers represented 
the plaintiff and Walter Andrews the de- 
fendant.
